CHATTANOOGA AND GEORGIA CONTINUE 
OLD FEUD OVER THEIR BOUNDARY LINE 
Ask most any student of events or of geography w here 
Chattanooga i» located and they would reply “Tennessee.’ 
In Georg a. however, there are persons who hold a differ 
cnt view. The attorney general of tfu»t state is quoted as 
expressing the opinion that part, if not all of Chaita 
nooga, is within the state of Georgia, which statement 
should give Terneaseans something beside evolution to 
think abobt. 
Some half century ago the city of Chattanooga under 
took to oper as a street a plot of ground to which the state 
of Georgia claimed title. The street leads across a rail 
way right-of-way' which had been leased from the state 
of Georgia. The railroad, finally wearing of the fight, 
dropped out, but Its place was taken promptly by the state 
of Georgia and continued. 
Chattanooga, however, won a court verdict and took 
prompt advantage of the temporary sticces*. The Associ­ 
ated Press describes the scene as follow»: 
Unexpectedly last night a crew of men began to 
tear down buildings on the right of way. A crowd 
gathered and it was learned that the c‘ty was open­ 
ing the street to accordance with the court's decision. 
Early today, while moving picture cameras clicked, 
Commissioner Ed Pass rode through the new section 
in an automobile, marking the official open ng. 
While the rasing of the buildings was In progress a 
band appeared and serenaded the workers

BUSINESS FOR SOMETIME, AT LEAST 
i*r virtue of their occupatión, bankers usually are mort 
conservative than the average of business people. The 
expressions of bankers gathered at Pinehurst, N. C., foi 
the spring meeting of the organization council of th< 
American Bankers Association, that the outlook in thi» 
nation is good, is therefore double reassuring. 
No depression is anticipated by the bankers and satis­ 
factory readjustment is looked for. The recent deflation 
of stock prices served only as a temporary depression, the 
bankers indicated, but is not believed to presage genera: 
reaction in industry. 
Some of the optimistic opinions of the bankers gath­ 
ered in Pinehurst are; 
OsCar Wells, president First National Bank, Bir­ 
mingham, Ala., president of the association: 
Gen­ 
eral business seems not to have 
been more 
than 
slightly disturbed as yet, though commodity prices 
have continued on a downward trend. 
The feeling 
of the banker is that industry cannot be sustained in 
the fullness of its present production if the elements 
•pon which consumption depends get out of Une. 
Many believe that the slowing down of the specu­ 
lative tendencies will have a good effect upon busi­ 
ness and if crop prospects continue fair there is noth­ 
ing of an unfavorable nature in an analysis of the 
conditions of today. 
Melvin A. Taylor, president First National Bank, 
Chicago, first vice-president of the association: The 
total volume of business in the Chicago district for 
the first quarter of 1926 was certainly in excess of 
the volume for the first quarter of 1025. The agri­ 
cultural situation, which has been none too good for 
several years, did not show the improvement after 
last year’s harvest that had been hoped for and the 
feeling is general in Chicago that crop prospects will, 
to a very large extent, dominate business activity dur­ 
ing the last half of the year. At the moment, the 
season is a bit late and planting is retarded in cer­ 
tain communities, though on the whole conditions of 
moisture and the outlook in general are very good. 
T. R. Preston, president Hamilton National Bank, 
Chattanooga, Tenn., second vice-president of the as­ 
sociation: 
Business conditions as I see them are 
fundamentally sound. There are ample credit facili­ 
ties available at low rates for every legitimate enter­ 
prise. 
Francis H. Sisson, vice-president Guaranty Trust 
Company, New York, president of the association’s 
trust company division: Most of the indices of busi­ 
ness activity and prospects, however, are favorable 
and developments generally are satisfactory. 
It is 
especially significant that, in spite of the rapid de­ 
cline in security values, there has been no marked in­ 
crease in failures or other outward signs of financial 
distress. On the whole, it seems likely that readjust­ 
ment will continue until stability is reached without 
developing serious business depression. 
Grant McPherrin, president Central State Bank, 
Des Moines, president State Bank Division of the 
Association: 
In Iowa the country -banks that have 
operated on a conservative basis are very much en­ 
couraged. On the whole, I am optimistic for the fu­ 
ture. 
Alexander Dunbar, vice-president and cashier, Bank 
of Pittsburgh, president of the association’s clearing 
house section: The business situation in the Pitts­ 
burgh district, with the exception of one or two lines, 
continues good, with excellent prospects for the re­ 
mainder of the year.
